STORMS ON THE PACIFIC. 


Snow, Rain and a Demoralized Zero. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

San Francisco, January 21.—The rain that be- 
gan on the 28th inst., spread over the coast from 
British Columbia to the southern portian of this 
state and has been the heaviest storm experienced 
since 1861

The levees around 
the cl'y are ail right, and no danger is appre- 
hended. A number of extensive crevasser 
have occurred on the opposite side of the 
river in “Yolo county, and much damage 
isreported. The losges at present are roughly es- 
timated at $1,000.00. The river is twenty-six 
feet above low water mark—the highest ever be- 
fore attained. 
A Portland dispatch saysa hurricane swept 
over Pryalup valiey, Washington county. The 
Northern Pacific railroad is opstructed by wind. 
falls, buildings are unroofed, and in some in- 
stances destroyed.

FINDING SYAPE 


Pederal Expenditures for January—Garfeld’s 
Dislike for Negro Society an Established 
Pact-A Racy Scandal Shortly— 

The Proceedings of Congress. 


Washixotow, January 31.—The expendi- 
tures are so much less this month than was 
anticipated, and the revenues Having in- 
creased over what they were for the first 
balf of the month, there will be, it is esti- 
mated, from $5.000 000 to $6,000,000 surplus. 
It was thought at the beginning of the 
month that there would be no surplus 
more than would be required to bring 
the redemption to where it ‘was 
before it was cut into by the extraor- 
dinary expenses incideat upon the 
paymept of interest, etc., at the beginning 
of the year, and in consequence the secretary 
suspended the weekly purchase of bonds, 
and has bought none so far this month. He 
is now debating in his own mind what he 
shall] do with the surplus. He is also 
considering whether next Tuesday he shall 
issue the usual! three months’ call for bonds, 
which is the day on which it must be done, 
in order to procure any of the fives 
of May 1 om that day, unless he goes 
into open market to buy them. He esti- 
mates thet there miay to be from $10,000.- 
000 to $15,000,000 of surplus accumulated 
May 1, which he could use by calling in 
thatamount of bonds. If le does not call 
them in, and decides to buy that day, he 
must pay the market price, and they will 
be held ata premium, On the other hand, 
he may make the usual weekly purchases 
next Wednesday, and give up the idea of 
making any special call for May 1. He has 
not yet determined what he will do in the 
matter,

——The democratic senators held a cau- 
cus this afternoon for the purpose of deter- 
mining what course should be pursued in 
regard to making arrangements for the 
counting of the elec€6ral votes next week 
After some discussion it was unanimously 
decided, in the first place, that the demo 
cratic majority in the senate will not con 
sent to the establishment of the precedent 
proposed by Mr, Ingalls’ resolution or of 
any similar regulations deviating from the 
long established practice of counting the 
electoral votes in joint convention of the two 
brauches of cor gress in the hall of the house 
of representatives. Secondly—That the 
resolution now on the table of the senate, 
declaring that the vice-president has no 
constitutional authority to count the elec 
toral votes, Shall be called at an early day, 
probably to-morrow, and pressed to a 
ata continuous session running through 
the night if necessary. Thirdly—That the 
select committee on the subject shall report, 
and the majority in the senate pass as soon 
as precticable (as a substitute for the In- 
galls resolution) a concurrent resolution, 
providing in substance that thetwo houses 
shall assemble in the hall of the house ot 
representatives on the ninth proximo, that 
a list of electoral votes shall be made by 
two or more tellers on the part of the house 
and one or more on the part of the senate; 
totals for each presidential and vice presi- 
dential candidate (excepting the votes cast 
for the state of Georgia seven days after 
ihe time prescribed by federal law) shal! 
be handed to the president of the 
senate, and that he, as the presiding 
officer of the joint convention, shall an 
nounce the resulis in the same way in 
which the results were announced under 
similar circumstances in 1857-69 when 
the electoral votes of Missouri, Wis- 
consin and Michigan were found to have 
been cast on days other than those fixed by 
the general law. The announcement ac- 
cording to this propcesed arrangement 
would be a hypothetical declaration 
as to what would be the total for eacn 
candidate, 1f the votes of Georgia be 
counted and if the votes Georgia be not 
counted. But it is to be provided in a 
concurrent resolution that their hypotheti- 
cal declaration shall be supplemented by 
au announcement by the presiding officer 
that “‘ In any event Garfield and Arthur 
have received a constitutional majority of 
all the electoral votes, and are duly elected 
president and vice-president.”’

oF | UNTAMED HUMAN DEPRAVITY. 


A Virginian Kills a Woman in London—A Mother 
Kills Her Two Young Children aué Her- 
self—A Young Husband Refuses to 
Support His Wife. 


Wuirrvae, Onty January 31.—The de- 
tails of the terrible triple tragedy enacted 
here yesterday morning, a brief note of 
which was sent Jast Bight, have been made 
public. Mrs. Shepard and her husband, 
who is a well-to-do farmer, have been mar- 
ried five years, bytdid not live very hap- 
pily. They had frequently serious quarrels, 
but they never went beyond words. Neither 
were considered quite right in their minds. 
They have had three chiftiren, one of whom 
died shortly after birth, the other two being 
victims of yesterday morning’s tragedy. As 
far as can be ascertained, Mr. Shepard arose 
in the morning, got his own breakfast and 
went to work. 

A woman named Ressor, who has been 
in the habit of visiting Mrs. Shepard, tells 
the following reyolting story: ‘‘About 9 
o'clock this morying I went over to see if 
she needed anything, and when I reached 
the door, but before opening it, I thought I

AS A PORT OF ENTRY. 


The Meeting at the Chamber of Com- 
merce Yesterday. 

A large number of our most prominent busi- 
ness men assembled in the ehamber of commerce 
yesterday pursuant to acall to take steps to secure 
to Atlanta the advantages of a port of entry. 


At half past ten o’clock Mr. J. J. Toon called 
the meeting to order, and an organization was 
effected, with Mejor Benjamin E. Crane as chair- 
DAI. 

The object of the meeting was stated by Mr. A. 
J. McBride, who.also reported the result of his 
visit to Washington city in the interest of the 
scheme: While in Washington he placed before 
our representatives in Washington the probable 
amount of our imports for the first year, which he 
thought would reach $600,000. After laying the 
matter before our representatives they 
suggested that a meeting of citizens 
be held here to discuss the subject and bring the 
matter to thé notice of congress. eread sev- 
eral letiers—one of them from Hon. Alexander 
H. Stephens, stating that he thought the imports 
would reach $5,000,000 in three years 

“>Mr. McBride was followed by Mr. Cady, of the 
Estey orgam company, who stated that the com- 
pany he represented had been forced to import 
in erder to compete with New York. He thought 
it was due Atianta that we have facilities for im- 
porting. That statistics proved that the business 
af imports is rapidly increasing, He was satis 
fied thatthe government wouldreap a revenue 
of $290, 00u the first year after 
Atlanta is made a port of entry. 

The advantages would be incalculable to At- 
lanta. When merchants learned that they could 
buy es cheap herg as anywhere on the continent 
they would come here, and we could hold our 
own, and reach out still further and grasp a 
greaturand more lucrative business. He thought 
cougress would be favorably impressed if tne 
matter was properly preser ted. 

Mr. May, of the firm of Elsas, May & Co., spoke 
briefly en the same iine, followed by Mr. Cady. 

Mr. (thamberlin theught we were entitled to the 
advant.tges of a port of entry. 

Mr. Cady offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

“Whereas, The merchants of Atlanta found it 
necessary, in order “to compete with New York 
aud other cities, to impori trom Europe during 
the last year goods to the value of some $200,000 
and have forwarded to Washington a document 
showing our readiness to import the first year 
after congress establishes a custom-house ip 
Atlanta foreign goods to the invoice value of 
more than haif a million dollars upon which the 
United States treasury will receive a revenne of 
more than a quarter of a million of dollars; there- 
fore : 

Resolved, That we respectfully urge upon our 
senators and representatives in congress the im- 

rtance of securing from that honorable body at 
ite présent session the passage of a bill making 
Atlauta an “interior port of entry’’ and hope that 
no objection will be raised in either house to 
giving this city the importing facilities alreacy 
enjoyed by interior points of not half its commer- 
cial importance.”’ 

Mr. McBride mentioned the fact that the origi- 
nal owners of the property on which the govern- 
ment building is located understood when it was 
sold that it was to be used for the erection cf a 
custom house. 

Mr. Ghamberlin said such was his idea but that 
he had learned no su¢eh purpose was specified in 
the deed.

I did notobserve Mrs. Shep 
ard at first, but on the floor beside the bed 
lay the body of George, and, just behind 
the stove, the baby was lying ina pool of 
blood, its throat cut from eartoear. Turn- 
ing, Isaw Mrs. Shepard lying cuddled up at 
the other end of the room, her head turned 
almost under her body, so that I could not 
see her face. She was apparently dead, and 
the floor was covered with blood, as was 
her body. 

‘A butcher-knifeand revolver were laying 
on the floor. I was unable to move for an 
instant, and then ran out te find help. 
Then the neighbors gathered in and took 
what care they could of Mrs. Shepard, who 
was not dead, as at first supposed.”’ 

The house in which the Shepards lived is 
a stone building, one and a half stories 
high. On the ground floor are the kitchen 
and two bed-rocms. In the centre of the 
kitchen stands a stove, at the right hand a 
table, and on the left side a cupboard. At 
the right side of the stove lay the oldest 
boy, a bright little fellow of three years of 
age.

gone through his heart, and he lay with 
outstretched arms, the face as calm and 
peaceful as if he were sleeping. No blood 
nad come from the wound. There was no 
distiguring, gaping wound to shock the eye 
of the beholder. 

In striking contrast lay the other child. 
The baby, only seven months old, lay in a 
pool of bieod, its head almost completely 
severed by the cruel stroke of the knife, its 
poor little limbs twisted, showing the agony 
in which it had died. When lifted, the 
head fell back, showing the severed arteries 
and windpipe. 

The mother was a terrible sight. How 
many wounds she had sustained could not 
be ascertained; but, with all her loss ol 
blood, she had still sufficient strength to 
crawl to the door, which Mrs. Ressor had 
left wide open when she ran out, to close It, 
and then drag herself to a chair, against 
which she was leaning when Mr. White and 
the otbers entered. Between the two 
children lay the knife. 

Mrs. Shepard rallied sufficiently to relate 
how she did the murder and waiat caused 
Ler to do it. She said George had disobeyed 
her commands several times, and at jas! 
she became enraged and, seizing a revolver, 
she shot him. She had evidently stood 
directly over him, the ball entering the left 
breast, bigh up toward the neck, passed down 
through the heart. After killing George 
she thought she might as well kill herself 
and the baby. As near as could be ascer- 
tained she had taken the knife and cut the 
poor little thing’s throat, and then threw it 
on the floor. She then shot herself in the 
left breast,the ball strikinga rib and passing 
round the body. She next shot herself in 
the throat, and then taking the knife, 
stabbed herself several times, cutting her 
ebin in a fearful manner, and finally drew 
the knife across her throat. 
severing the wiudpipe, but 
not injuring eitherof the main arteries. 
It was the gurgling sound made by brea*h- 
ing through the cut windpipe that Mrs 
Ressor had heard while standing outside 
the door. The house last night presented 
almost as sickening an appearance as it did 
in the morning. Inone of the bedrooms 
lay the corpses of the murdered children, 
in the clothes they had on in the morning, 
the blood not even washed from their pale 
faces. In the next room, the ghastly 
wound in her neck standing open, lay the 
mother, unable to articulate a word, and 
unconscious of the presence of her own 
sister. Occasionally her eyes opened, and 
from time totime a little drink was given 
her, but she lay as if dead, the horrible 
gurgling in her throat being the only sound 
heard. The first weapon was a revolver of 
the kind known as the ‘‘Union Jack,’ con- 
taining seven chambers. The revolver was 
always kept loaded and lying on the mantel 
piece. Its seveu chambers were loaded, 
yesterday morning, but when found all the 
chambers bad been discharged. The shells, 
tov, had also been taken out of the cham- 
bers, and the cartridge box was opened 
its contents scattered over the lounge. 
Mrs. Shepard had evidently discharged the 
contents of the seven chambers and then at- 
vempted to reload it, Failing in this she had 
‘recourse to the second instrument. The 
knife used was a common one, so dull that 
it is wonderful that such terrible wounds 
could be inflicted by it. Covered with 
blood it was used as a wiiness at the 
coroner's inquest, which took place to-day 
at 2 o'clock. Mr. Shepard is a_ quiet, 
mediocre-looking individual, and does not 
seem particulariy affected by the terrible 
blow that has falien upon his houseboid. 
The verdict was in accordance with these 
facts. |

has been excited here by the publication in 
the State newspaper to-day of the circum- 
stances of a homicide or aileged murder 
‘eommitted in London, England, by a young 
Scotchman named Robert Hume, It ap- 
pears be was in her room with a young 
woman named Annie Harcourt in London, 
and abozt 12 o’clock at night the report of 
a pistol was heard, and the people of the 
house on going to the door found it lucked.

Mr. Hume was well known in 
Richmond and throughout Virginia and 
was quite ‘a favorite in a large circle, both 
Englishmen and Americans, and all! his 
friends and acquaintances are shocked sat 
the occurrence, and do not believe that he 
could possibly have committed the act. His 
whole conduct during the five pr six years 
he has been in Virginia is against any pos- 
sible theory of his guilt.

DOBBS’S DEED. 


A Negro Boy Steals an Overcoat trom 
Ivy Street School-Hoase. 


In Captain E. M. Roberts, Atlanta possesses a 
first-class detective, a good citizen and a brave 
man. 

Some weeks ago Captain Roberts’s son, who is 
apupil at the lvy street public school, lost an 
overcoat. An investigation showed that the coat 
had been stolen, and the police were notified, 


but to the detective ability of Captain Roberts, 
alooe, isdue the recovery of the coat, the arrest 
of the thief, and by his confession the arrest of 
two o hers, who have been supplying themselves 
with avercoatsand hats at the expense of the 
parents ef schoo! children. 

As soon as Captain Roberts learned that his son’s 
loss was due toathief, he began an effort to lo- 
cate him. Going tothe janitorof the building 
he told him that unless he informed him who 
had stolen the coat he would have him arrested 
upon the charge. The janitor then told Captain 
Roberts that upon the day the theft was commit- 
ted he had seen Sidney Dobbs, a negro boy about 
the building. Taking this asa clue, the captain 
began his search, and after afew days work 
located Dobbs on Summer Hill. Knowing that 
Sunday isa negro’sday to dress, he waited pa- 
tiently for its arrival,and earlyinthe morning 
sought Dobbs’ locality. Preteuding to be asses- 
sing property he easily got a view ofall the ne- 
groes and finally came across Dobbs himself, who 
as good luck would have it was arrayed in the 
stolen overcoat. Approaching the thief Captain 
Roberts asked him his name, and when informed 
by the negro that he was sidney Dobbs the cap- 
tain told him to shell the coat and consider him- 
self under arrest. 

Frightenedjout of his wits, Dobbs pulled off the 
stolen coat, which Captain Roberts tossed to bis 
son, who was with him; but no sooner had the 
‘child picked it up than Dobbs broke from the 
captain’s grasp and, ata two-forty gait, weut for 
freedom. Mounting his horse the captain gave 
chase, but Dobbs ran into the houses, around the 
corners and through the ravines so rapidly that 
pur-uit was almost impossible. Roberts had 
nerve, however, and after a longrame of hide 
and seek got the negro in an open field, but just 
as his horse was pone under good headway he 
stumbled and fell, throwing hisrider.

CALLING THE PEOPLE TO PRAYER. 


An Interesting Sunday inthe Atlanta Pulpit— 
Sermous by Dr. A. G. Haygood and Rev, 
0. A. Evans—The Subjects Discussed 
—Some Bold U:terances.

Last Sunday was an unusually interest- 
ing one to our church-goers. Aside 


the beautiful weather and the usual exer- 


cises at the different churches, two sermons. 
of very great interest were delivered—one 
at Trinity ehurch Sundayemorning by Rey. 
A. G. Haygood, and the other at fhe First 
Methodist church by Rev... A, Bvans. 
At the morning services at 
the First Methodist church Rey. Mr. Evans 
announced that he had read the letter of 
Mr. Henry W. Grady, which was published 
in Sanday’s Constirution, and would preach 
in the evening upom the subject which Mr. 
Grady had touched upon. In the evening 
the congregation was very large, and listened 
with marked attention to the eloquent 
words of truth as they fell from the lips of 
the preacher, The subject of the sermon was 
the ‘“‘Atheistic Tide,” and while the beau- 
tiful language with which it was clothed, 
and the pearls of wisdom and thought 
which it contained wotld justify their re- 
production here, it 

givethe readers of Tux Constitution more 


than a pretty full synopsis of the sermon. 
Mr. Evans read for his text the 12th verse 
of the 3d chapterof Hebrews, ““Take heed, } 
brethren, lest there be in any of you an 
evil heart of unbelief in departing from the 
living God”’ and spoke about as follows: 
“The text and the sermon are suggested 
by reading the letter in this morning’s 
CONSTITUTION, from the pen of a brilliant 
journalist pow in New York, concerning 
the spread of atheism. The letter will be 
widely read, and its emphatic protest 
against infidelity conveyed in apt and 
beautiful sentences will reassure many who 


the foe of religion. 

The able author of the letter makes need- 
less apology for presenting his views. He 
tnistakes in supposing that atheism is an 
evil for the clergy alone to resist. The re- 
ligious controversy of present times can 
not be handed over to the ministry. It isa 
layman’s battle. Many preachers of the 
gospel are students of science, and under- 
stand the present issue, but they cannot so 
meet the strong tide of modern skepticism 
as to dispense with the sharp swords and 
broad shields of inteilectual laymen. 

The unbeliefs of the age are all properly 
characterized in Jue Constriturion’s letter 
as atheism. All unbelief in religion is 
atheistic. Itisas the text suggests, a de 
parture from the living God. However 
slight the departure may be the infidelity is 
toward denial of divine being. Our natural 
tendencies appear to be atheistic for we 
would, if we could, put away God even 
from our thoughts. When this is consid- 
ered it is marvelous that there are so few 
avowed atheists. But when we reflect on 
the proofs of His being and good- 
ness, we wonder that there 
is an unbeliever in the world. 
Che departure from the living God is right- 
ly characterized as negation of all beliefs. 
Atheism boasts of no aflirmations. It is 
proud of being destructive. It takes leave 
of the living God and goes away to nothing. 
Its Jatest modern boast is that itis agnos- 
tic, knowing nothing and unable to learn. 
[t isa dreary voyage which the mind uon- 
dertakes when it parts from the shores of 
revelation and leaves the living God. 
Scarcely may we liken modern skepticism 
to a tide, and speak of itas a tide of atheism. 
But there are three respects in which 
atheism is like thetides. It is like the 
tides because their flow is limited toa shore 
line. The stout breast of earth is beaten 
on and broken bere and there by the tides, 
but the strong shore stands against the 
onset and says “here thy proud waves shal! 
be stayed.’’ Itis like the tides also in the 
certainty that the ebb will succeed the flow. 
Such isthe history of skepticism. It bas 
made its onsets a thousand times from the 
day that Pharaoh said, “Who 
is the Lord?” but every attack 
has been bsfiled and the ebb has come. 
It is like the tide in one other respect, that 
it is moved not by the solar source, the 
lirst cause of influence, but by the lower 
and secondary orb. It throws its piteous 
hands up to worship a reflected light and 
turns its face away from the clear solar 
blaze of truth. But it is unlike the tides 
in the grandeur which they present and the 
salubrity they bring. 

We may look at the alliances of skepti- 
cism and judge it by the society it attracts. 
[t is strange that if atheism be wholesome 
for our humanity it should find affinities in 
free love, in desecrators of the Sabbath, in 
violators of law and despisers of govern- 
ment. These classes have no love for re- 
ligion. It has been often asked what has 
been done for man by the anti-religionists 
of the -world. Where the hospital, or 
orphanage, or library, or great public char- 
ity sustained because there is no God? If 
Moody, the plain and earnest preacher, had 
one month's access to the people of 
Atianta to preach to them the morals 
of Christianity enforced by the dread 
sanctions of the Bible there would bea 
manifest clearing of our moral sky. But 
suppose the brilliant apostle of Atchison 
bad one month’s influence in Atlanta ad- 
dressing thousands daily and persuading 
them there was no God, nor any future life, 
no hell nor heaven! What would be the 
state of society at the end of that month? 
All see that departure from the living God 
is leaving all moral safeguards and ven- 
turing society out into the unmastered sea 
ofanarchy. Such a vital question as that 
which we now consider com mands attention 
te the best means of resisting the spread of 
skepticism. Two general forms of resistance 
are worth attention. The first is by doc- 
trine. The strong,plain truths of the Bible 
must not be diluted. Just as they are 
written ought they to be taught. We can 
never weaken infidelity by trimming our 
religion to suit the mood of the world. The 
plain doctrine of certain retribution in eter- 
nity for the sins done in the body 
eannot be changed. The quarrel with the 
living God is that he will not deny himse‘! 
and wink at sin. The great principles are 
few, but they are an impregnable fortress 
of truth. The next defense against infi- 
Christians ought to 
do their doctrines. The power of correct 
Christian living would be irresistible. The 
argument of a sublime doctrine enforced by 
the blameless and beneficent lives of be- 
lievers would arive the false and subdtle 
systems of infidelity from the fields of de- 
bate. Hence thistext urges, ‘Take heed, 
brethren, least there be in any ef you the 
evil heart of unbelief.’’ Departures from 
yourown faith, or zeal, are dangerous and 
they ally-you with*atheists, The final word 
that will fall upon the ear of every atheist 
in church or out, who has departed from 
the living God, will be the self-chosen 
sentence: “Depart from Me, depart from 
Me,.”’ Take beed! 


DR. HAYGOOD AT TRINITY, 


Sunday morning Dr. Atticus G, Hay- 
good, president of Emory college 
and editor of the Wesleyan Chbris- 
tian Advocate, delivered a most inter- 
esting and instructive sermon at Trinity 
church, choosing forjhis subject ‘“ The 
Christian Citizen.” ihe church was 
crowded toits utmost capacity, and the 
sermon which occupied more than an hour 
in its delivery was listened to with the 
closest attention. The distinguished min- 
ister followed somewhat upon the line of 
his great Thanksgiving sermon de- 
livered in Oxford in Novem ber, 
and which was so extensively published 
and read throughout the union, but 
more particularly in the northern and ¢ ast- 
ern states. Dr. Haygood spoke of the re- 
sponsibility which rest upon voters, and 
saidjthat Christian citizens should not shirk 
the responsibilities which rest upon them, 
but should plunge in and endeavor to puri- 
fy the ballot box and the public service. 

Dr. Heyvood’s Thanksgiving sermon bears 
on it the impress of a thoughtful mind. 
and Tue Constitution can do no better 
than to give the closing remarks in full. 
Dr. Haygood said:

Lord, all ye nations; praise him, all ye people. 
For his merciful kindness is great toward us: and 
the truth of the Lord endureth forever. Praise 
ye the Lord.”
